Self-MendlnK Snakes. 

luiitor Sejmtifir Anwrinm : - In 
your issue of the third instant, I ob¬ 
serve an art irle on t lie ‘‘t j|,iss Snake," 
or on one variety of that somewhat 
diverse species. My acipiantance is 
w it h a somewhat dilTereut omvWhich, 
so far as I know, is simply a snake, 
and not in any sense a li/.a.rd. I have 
seeiinianyol them in earlier days here; 
but never saw one more than about 
I H inches lout;. 'I’hey are very beaut i- 
tul, heingn kind of steel gray and black, 
witli two slight ly dclincd st ripes alone 
eit her side, so far back as the vllatl>t r - 
gans extend. Hut I believe Hurt you, 
like most scient ilic writers, are inclined 
to scout I he idea of t liege snakes “put¬ 
ting themselves toget her” arid crawl¬ 
ing away after being broken in pieces. 
Now. facts are facts, no matter what 
philosophy may say, About ten years 
ago I caught one of these reptiles, 
broke bill) in pieces from one to two 
nichv-H Ioiik. from the anils to the tip 
ot his tail—two-thirds of the whole 
length of the way-then placed a cage 
ov er him so t hat "lie could bv no means 
escape, and mistakes were impossible. 
Tlieh. on returnin'' to the place, 
twenty-four hours alter, t he snake was 
there, sound and whole, in full length. 
(In closeexaniiuat ion, how ever, liould 
see vv here most of t he breaks had 1 been, 
and the first section, about an inch 
and a half long, was not perfectly in 
place, so that the fine longitudinal 
fines of the figure were perhaps one- 
sixteenth of an inch out of the way.. 
The remaining tract ioiiseorrespondeil. 
not with that, but with the body. I 
did not know then that this putting 
together process was seriously contro¬ 
verted by scient ilic men, and supposed 
from previous careless experiments 
that it was only the illiterate who 
doubted.
